T he ioo-year history of the University of Alberta has 
been a century of vision, a vision borne out of the 
partnership of two ambitious men: Alexander Cameron 
Rutherford, the first Premier of Alberta, and Henry 
Marshall Tory, a McGill University professor who 
became the University of Alberta’s first president.

well as the dark spectre of the 1918 
influenza epidemic. Both events took 
their toll on the university population, 
and the 1918 epidemic led to a two- 
month cessation of university classes 
and activities in the autumn of that 
year. Despite setbacks brought on by 
these events, the University emerged 
from these trials stronger than ever, 
and both building construction and 
population growth continued. 

After a decline in both enrolment 
and construction through the years 
of the Great Depression and the 
Second World War, the University of 
Alberta enjoyed a period of expansion 
that lasted from 1945 to 1969. The 
expansion was sparked at first in the 
years immediately following the war’s

Critics at the time dismissed their 
dream as impossible, or at best 
impractical, but the vision would 
become a reality. The passing of the 
University Act in 1906 by the new 
Government of Alberta paved the 
way to the official opening of the 
University in 1908. 

The early years, under the careful 
guidance of Tory, who served as 
President of the University of Alberta 
from 1908 to 1928, were fruitful 
ones in which Tory recruited the 
University’s first professors and 
organized the construction of the 
first university buildings, starting 
with Athabasca Hall in 1911. These 
years also saw the shadow of the First 
World War fall over campus life, as 


















end by an influx of veterans eager to 
begin their civilian lives studying at 
university, and again in the 1960s, 
when the post-war baby boomers 
came of age to attend post-secondary 
school. 

During this time, existing university 
buildings were expanded and a host 
of new ones built, including: the 
Physical Education Building, the 
Education Building, and Cameron 
Library. 

The period from the 1970s to the 
present day has been a time of 
continued growth. French instruction 
in Arts, Science, and Education on 
campus found a home at the College 
Saint-Jean (since called the Faculte 
Saint-Jean and most recently, the 
Campus Saint-Jean), beginning in 
1970. 

In 1984, Aboriginal education was 
formally added to the university 
mandate in the form of the School of 
Native Studies. While construction 
of new buildings on campus slowed 
during this time, building projects 
started in the 1960s, like that of the 
Biological Sciences Centre and the 
Central Academic Building (CAB) 
were completed in the early 1970s, 
while older buildings like Athabasca, 
Pembina, and Convocation Halls, and 
the Arts Building were given much 
needed renovations throughout the 
late 1970s and 1980s. 

In the last decade of the 20th 
century, the University fell under 
financial siege when the Government 
of Alberta introduced a series of 
cutbacks to university funding. The 


costs of university administration 
came under scrutiny, and many 
university faculties and departments 
found themselves compelled to 
merge in order to reduce costs while 
struggling to maintain a high level 
of educational quality for incoming 
students. Tuition fees were increased 
following the implementation of the 
provincial tuition fee policy in 1991, 
an ongoing increase that continues to 
generate controversy among university 
staff and students to the present day. 

Despite these challenges, the 
University of Alberta continues to 
evolve and adopt a fresh vision for 
the future; one which embraces the 
potential of the University’s many 
research projects to bolster the Alberta 
economy. This new spirit is embodied 
in current campus construction 
projects like the National Institute 
for Nanotechnology (NINT). This 
new centre of research is a symbol of 
partnership between the University 
of Alberta and the governments 
of Alberta and Canada, but, more 
importantly, it is a place that will 
draw new scientific talent and 
inventive industrial potential to the 
province. 

Now a century strong, the University 
of Alberta stands as a global leader 
in higher education and human 
innovation. The idea of the university 
is an ongoing, ever-evolving one 
in Alberta; continually cultivated 
by some of the finest minds from 
Alberta, Canada, and across the 
world. As it casts its sights on the 
future, the University of Alberta 
continues to mark its place in history. 


In the words of the University’s 12th 
president, Dr Indira Samarasekera, 
“the University of Alberta should be a 
cauldron of new discoveries and new 
ideas.”

In June 1994, His Excellency the 
Right Honourable Ramon John 
Hnatyshyn, Governor General of 


Canada, presented the University 
of Alberta with its Coat of Arms. 
The full Coat of Arms is displayed 
at ceremonial occasions such as 
Convocation, and is used by the 
Chancellor, the titular head of the 
University. 

On the shield is a representation of 
the topography of Alberta rendered 
in the colors of the University. At 
the base is a prairie wheat field 
symbolizing Alberta’s agricultural 
industry. The wavy gold line above 


suggests the hills and rivers of Alberta 
and, in particular, the setting of 
the University campus. The top of 
the shield is in gold and separated 
from the rest of the shield by a line 
suggesting the Rocky Mountains. 
The book of learning dominates

On the crest is a Grand-Due 
d’Amerique, or Great Horned 
l Owl, the provincial bird and an 
H accepted symbol of knowledge,

The University colors were chosen in 
1908 when William Hardy Alexander, 
a professor of Classics, described his 
wife Marion Kirby Alexander’s idea of 
choosing the autumn colors of green 
and gold, which, are resplendent in 
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the river valley below the University. 
The green also represents prairie 
and deep spruce forests, symbolic of 
hope and optimism. The gold also 
represents harvest fields and 
is symbolic of the light of 
knowledge.

Among its elements are: the Star of 
Saint Thomas Aquinas, the Patron 
Saint of Scholars; the Wild Rose of 
Alberta; the Maple Leaf; and the 
separate charges which make up the 
University’s Emblem.

The ceremonial stand for the Mace 
was donated in 1987 as a memorial 
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In 1987, the family and friends of 
Dr Charles Malcolm Macleod, Chair 
of the Board of Governors from 1950 
to 1966, presented a memorial gift 
to the University of two additional 
chairs for use by the President and the 
Chair of the Board of Governors at 
Convocation. 

In 2006, a fourth chair was donated 
in memory and honor of Lois Elsa 
Hole, beloved Chancellor (1998 — 
2000) and Lieutenant Governor 
(2000 — 2005), by Earl Evaniew, 
Sandra Kereliuk and their daughter 
Jennifer. This chair becomes part of 
the seating arrangements on stage, 
when the Lieutenant Governor or 
other high profile dignitaries attend 
the convocation ceremonies.

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Today’s ceremony stems from the medieval tradition. 

The procession of the guild of teachers, whose solemn 
assembly, or convocation, is the modern equivalent of the 
medieval magna congregatio of all Faculties. It is led by 
the Chancellor and the Chief Marshal carrying the mace, 
the symbol of the University’s corporate authority. The 
academic gowns, hoods and caps declare, in their various 
designs and colors, the academic qualifications of the 
Faculty. The citations and presentations by the Faculty to 
the Chancellor attest to him and to society the degree of 
proficiency attained by the students of the University. There 
follows a visible and public act whereby the universitas 
magistrorum, acting through its Chancellor, confers upon 
the students the appropriate degree. It is the act, not a 
certificate, which constitutes the validity of the degree 


bestowed. The words “I admit you” and the placing of the 
students’ hands within the hands of the Chancellor and his 
associates, bind the students in the appropriate degree to 
the universitas magistrorum. The students thereafter bear for 
all time the mark of their association with this University. 
They have received what the University has been and 
presently is. Because they bear in themselves the promise 
of the future, they are what the University hopes to be. 
Despite its solemnity, convocation is a joyous occasion. 

Academic dress at the University of Alberta generally 
follows the tradition of Cambridge University in the design 
of the gown, and that of Oxford University in the design 
of the hood. See Academic Dress on page 19 for a detailed 
description of ceremonial colors. 








Academic Dress 


All undergraduate and master’s degree gowns are the 
customary Cambridge shape, i.e., a gown of black 
material falling below the knee with full sleeves cut 
to the elbow and terminating in a point. 

Hoods are made in the Oxford pattern of spruce 
green material. The Bachelors hood has a border 
three inches wide of the color distinctive of the 
Faculty as noted below. The Masters’ hood has a 
full lining of the color distinctive of the Faculty also 
noted below. Mortarboards are the standard black 
trencher shape with black tassels, which are worn 
forward and to the left. 


Doctorate Degrees 

‘Doctors’ gowns (PhD, DMus, and EdD) conform 
to the Intercollegiate Code in design. They are 
made of black material and the velvet trim on the 
sleeves is Philosophy Blue for the PhD and DMus, 
and Education Light Blue for the EdD. Doctors’ 
hoods conform to the Intercollegiate Code in shape, 
size, and color. They are made of black material to 
match the gown, and have a full lining of gold satin 
with a six-inch green satin chevron. The velvet trim 
distinguishes the two degrees and matches the velvet 


trim on the gown’s sleeves. There is a narrow green 
piping where the gold lining joins the black material. 
Mortarboards are the standard black trencher shape 
with black tassels, which are worn forward and to 
the left. 

Honorary Doctorates 

Honorary Doctors of Laws (LLD), Letters (DLitt), 
and Science (DSc) wear a scarlet robe faced with 
white silk. Hoods are made in the Cambridge form 
of scarlet silk with a full lining of white silk. Caps are 
black velvet with a gold tassel.

Linda J Hughes 


Ms Linda Hughes of Edmonton, former 
publisher and president of the Edmonton 
Journal and former General Manager, 
Alberta Region, for Can West Media 
Works, has been a leading figure in 
Canadian media for over twenty years 
and continues to be one of Canadas most 
influential communicators and advocates 
for education. 

Ms Hughes was the first woman in 
Canada to hold the position of publisher 
of a major newspaper. She began her 
career in journalism upon graduation 
from the University of Victoria (1972 
Honors BA) when she was hired by 
the Victoria Daily Times. She covered 
education and provincial politics, 
eventually becoming chief of that paper’s 
legislature bureau. In 1976 she joined the 
Edmonton Journal, covering civic and 
provincial politics. In 1977 she received 
a Southam Fellowship to study at the 
University of Toronto. She returned to 
the Journal the following year and joined 
its editorial board. A rapid progression 
of newsroom management positions 
followed, including city editor (1981) and 
editor-in-chief (1987). In 1992 she was 
named publisher and president. In 2003 
she became General Manager, Alberta 
Region, for Can West Media Works. 
CanWest s Alberta holdings included the 
Edmonton Journal, the Calgary Herald and 
Global television stations in Edmonton, 
Calgary and Lethbridge. She retired in 
2006. 

Ms Hughes recognizes the importance 
of bringing academia into the public 
forum so as to prepare an informed 
citizenship in a democratic society. Her 
leadership at the Edmonton Journal is 
proof of this recognition. Under her 


direction the Journal gained a reputation 
for excellence by increasing the reach and 
depth of its coverage, receiving numerous 
national awards for editorial writing, spot 
reporting, photography, arts coverage, 
column writing and features editing. The 
paper also kept issues in research and 
education before the public in its news 
reports and editorials, and provided many 
gifts-in-kind of publicity for educational 
conferences, seminars and events. 

Deeply committed to her community and 
to public education, she is currently the 
Chair of the Mayors Committee to End 
Homelessness in Edmonton and was chair 
of the board of directors of the United 
Way of the Alberta Capital Region. She 
has volunteered with many organizations 
including ABC Canada Literacy 
Foundation, the Edmonton Community 
Foundation, the Winspear Fund and the 
Mazankowski Alberta Heart Institute 
Strategy Council. On a professional level, 
she has served on the Board of Governors 
of the National Newspaper Awards, the 
Journalism Foundation of Canada and 
the Committee to Protect Journalists. In 
2007 she spent two months as a volunteer 
in the Himalayan Kingdom of Bhutan, 
helping a daily newspaper to prepare for 
its role in a new democracy. 

At the University of Alberta Ms Hughes 
has served in a number of roles. She was a 
member of the Board of Directors for the 
Centre for Constitutional Studies, she has 
been a member of the Faculty of Medicine 
and Dentistry Visiting Committee, 
and she chaired the University’s 2001 
conference on Education and Research 
in the New Economy. She is one of the 
founding members of the Norquest 
College Foundation, and was a member 



of the board of the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada 
from 2002 to 2008. 

A recipient of numerous awards, 

Ms Hughes received an Honorary Degree 
from Athabasca University in 1997, an 
Honorary Diploma from Grant MacEwan 
College in 1999, and the Distinguished 
Alumni Award from the University 
of Victoria in 2000. In 2002 she was 
presented with the Trailblazer of the 
Year Award, a national honor given to 
Canadian women in communications. 
That same year, Alberta Venture magazine 
named her as one of the 50 most 
influential people in Alberta. She received 
an Honorary Degree from the University 
of Alberta in 2003. 

Widely respected for her integrity, 
imagination and generosity of spirit, 

Ms Hughes has forged a career of 
exemplary accomplishment that has 
served as a model to students and to 
members of the community alike.

Congratulations 

Ernest Preston Manning 

Mr Preston Manning is a person of vision, principle and judgment who has made a 
significant and lasting contribution to policy discourse in Canada and to the existing 
configuration of Canadian political parties. In 2007, he was appointed one of only 165 
living Companions of the Order of Canada. 

Mr Manning was born in Edmonton, Alberta. His family then moved to a rural 
community east of the city where he spent his teen years living and working on his 
family’s dairy farm. His father, the late Ernest C Manning, served as Premier of the 
Province of Alberta for 25 years and as a Canadian Senator for another 12 years. Preston 
Manning graduated from the University of Alberta with a Bachelor of Arts in Economics 
in 1964. He received a Distinguished Alumni Award from the University of Alberta in 
200 6. 

In 1987 Mr Manning formed the Reform Party, advancing principles of fiscal 
responsibility, social responsibility, democratic accountability and reformed federalism. 
His chief political advisor at the time was a young Stephen Harper, the current Prime 
Minister of Canada. Although all of the Reform Party’s candidates were defeated in the 
1988 federal election, the first Reform Member of Parliament, Deborah Grey, was elected 
in a federal by-election in 1989. Mr Manning was elected to the House of Commons in 
1993 for the riding of Calgary Southwest, and re-elected in 1997 and 2000. Mr Manning 
served as Leader of the Reform Party from 1987 to 2000, as Leader of the Opposition 
in Parliament from 1997 to 2000, and as Opposition Critic for Science and Technology 
from 2000 to 2001. 

After leaving politics in 2002, he became a Distinguished Visitor at the University of 
Calgary and the first Dean’s Distinguished Visitor in Political Science and Canadian 
Studies at the University of Toronto. His fourth-year political science seminar at the 
University of Toronto dealt with Public Policy and the Genetic Revolution. He is 
particularly interested in bridging the communications gap between the scientific and 
political communities. 

Mr Manning is the author of two Canadian bestsellers: The New Canada, and Think 
Big: My Adventures in Life and Democracy. In 2005, he founded the Manning Centre 
for Building Democracy to support research, education and communications initiatives 
designed to achieve a more democratic society in Canada guided by conservative 
principles. He also served as Governor General for the British Columbia Universities 
Model Parliament Society (BCUMP) in January 2006. He is a Senior Fellow with the 
Fraser Institute and the Canada West Foundation. The Right Honourable Stephen 
Harper appointed him to the Council of Canadian Academies in July 2007. 

Throughout his career, Mr Manning has been a consistent advocate of economic, 
constitutional, social and democratic reform. A leading Western proponent of active 
social responsibility and principled coalition building, he has transformed Canadian 
political life.

Bartha Maria Knoppers 

Dr Bartha Maria Knoppers is one of the most influential, productive and creative 
academics working in the field of genetics and the law anywhere in the world today. 

Dr Knoppers was born in Hilversum, Netherlands but grew up in Edmonton, Alberta. 
Her father, Reverend Nicholas Knoppers, was a leading figure in the establishment 
of King’s University College. She received a Bachelor of Arts degree from McMaster 
University and then continued her education by completing a Masters degree in 
Comparative Literature at the University of Alberta, a law degree from McGill University 
and a Doctorate of Laws from the Universite de Paris. 

She holds the Canada Research Chair in Law and Medicine and the Chair d’excellence 
Pierre de Fermat (France). She is Professor at the Faculte de droit, Universite de Montreal 
and Senior Researcher at the Centre de recherche en droit public (CDRP). She is a 
prolific author who is recognized as a world authority on the ethical aspects of genetics, 
genomics and biotechnology. 

Dr Knoppers was a member of the International Bioethics Committee of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNESCO) which drafted 
the Universal Declaration on the Human Genome and Human Rights. She is also 
Co-Founder of the International Institute of Research in Ethics and Biomedicine 
(IIREB). From 2000 to 2006 she served on the Board of Genome Canada, and in 2003 
became Chair of the Ethics Working Party of the International Stem Cell Forum. She has 
served as a member of the International Olympic Committee Switzerland, Founder of 
the International Consortium of the Public Population Project in Genomics, and former 
Chair of the HUGO (Human Genome Organization) International Ethics committee. 

By establishing important international networks of cooperation, she has worked to bring 
together scientists, ethicists and jurists. 

An Officer of the Order of Canada, Dr Knoppers has received honorary degrees from 
universities in both Canada and France. In 2002, she was elected Fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science and was selected as one of the 50 nation 
builders in Canada by the Globe and Mail. In that same year, she was elected Fellow 
of the Hastings Center (Bioethics), New York, member of the International Ethics 
Committee of the World Anti-Doping Agency, and in April 2005, Fellow of the Canadian 
Academy of Health Sciences (CAHS). She was elected Governor of the Quebec Bar in 
2006 and in 2007 was elected Advocatus Emeritus. 

Dr Knoppers is a remarkable leader who has dedicated much of her time and energy 
to the development of responsible, informed and effective policy in the areas of human 
genetics and biotechnology. She has supported dozens of young scholars, and has served 
as an outstanding ambassador, positioning Canada and the Canadian legal and ethics 
community at the forefront of ethical, legal and social issues research.
